The Town Clerk will be available at the same time to complete the 
licensing process, so please bring enough cash or two checks if 
you wish to obtain your pet's rabies shot and license your dog at 
the same time. 


The Department of Motor Vehicles has discontinued the service of 
allowing Municipal Agents to issue twenty-day temporary plates; 
these are now available at State registration stations only. The 
Town Clerk as a Municipal Agent can still complete transfers of 
plates from one vehicle to another, issue plates to newly regis- 
tered vehicles, and, as always, complete renewals to previously 
registered vehicles up to 8,000 pounds. 


Since the response to the implementation of a reminder system 
by the Clerk's office has been favorable, the service will con- 
tinue. Registrants who have not renewed by the last week of the 
month of renewal will receive a reminder letter. 


Barring budgetary constraints, the Department of Motor Vehicles 
plans to introduce a new computer system some time this year. 
Theoretically, this new system will require all registrants to 
consistently use the same name and address for all documents 
filed with the Department (driver's license, Certificate of 
Title, registration permit) and will be cross-indexed under the 
registrant's date of birth. If all information does not corre- 
spond exactly, the computer will probably not accept the original 
paperwork on any vehicle being registered for the first time and 
will not print any renewal registration permits for any vehicles 
owned by the registrant until such time as the registrant fur- 
nishes consistent information. If this system is implemented, 
please have patience with the inhabitants of the Clerk's 
office--they'1ll fill out the proper forms just as fast as they 
can! 


Please remember the Town Clerk is a Notary Public. During 
regular office hours any resident of Effingham may have any 
document notarized free of charge.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


During the year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average 
number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires 
kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and 
debris burning fires that escaped control All these causes are preventable, 
but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or caused 

to be burned any material, except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town 
where the burning 1s to be done. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable of fines up to $1,000. and or a year 
in jail and you are also liable for paying all fire suppression cost. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns 
in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in 
Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield and Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre 
fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger, or the Division 
of Forests and Lands at 271-2217.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FORESTER 


Twenty-three logging jobs took place in 1989 in the town. Five landowners 
were contacted to fill-out an Intent-To-Cut form. One timber trespass 
took place in town. Two logging operations were reported to the Conser- 
vation Commission for wetlands violations. One of these was then shut 
down by the town and the NH Wetlands Board for crossing streams without 
the proper wetlands permit and pollution of a private water supply, among 
other problems. Six landowners were contacted for failure to file the 
Report-Of-Timber cut, some of which are still outstanding. Landowners 
should be aware that the penalty for not filing the report within 60 days 
of completion of logging is doubling the timber tax. Also, a separate 
permit is now required for stream crossings by the Wetlands Board. Forms 
and information are available at the Selectmen's Office.

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REPORT OF KIMBALL CHASE COMPANY, INC. 


RE: LANDFILL 


In 1989 the Kimball Chase Company continued its hydrogeologic study of the landfill. The 
purpose of the study is to provide information upon which to base a plan of closure for the | 
disposal facility. It is being conducted following guidclines established by the State of New 
Hampshire, Department of Environmental Services. 


The project was begun in the summer of 1988. A preliminary report was given to the Town 
in December 1988, and the final report will be prepared carly in 1990. 


In 1989 seven wells were installed for the purpose of monitoring ground water quality. In 
addition, locations along the South River, and in the marsh near it, were designated as 
sampling sites. Water samples were collected and analyzed in July and November of last 
year by Resource Analysts, Inc. of Hampton, New Hampshire. 


In addition, the Kimball Chase Company did survey work at the landfill to establish the 
exact size and location of the waste disposal area. Ideas for interim operation of the 


landfill prior to closure were also submitted to the Town to guide the day to day operation 
of the Jandfill.
